ships, getting them 
in shape for 


transfer to the royal navy at a Ca- 
nadian port on Friday, or immedi- 
ately thereafter. 


Another flotilla of 6 of the 1,200- 


ton class destroyers was reported to 
have left Hampton Roads, Va, head- 
ed north for Boston. 


In other unnamed ports along 


the Atlantic coast, tSe remainder of 
the vessels involved were being 
made ready with all speed for de- 
livery in the early future.

Tf»e Best Labor Day Address 


It may seem presumptuous to select 


from the many sage messages spoken on 
Labor Day one to prominently lead all 
the rest br.t if we center our attention 
strictly upon the affairs of America noth- 
ing more d-'rect or sensible will be found 
than the statement issued by the execu- 
tive council of the American Federation of 
Labor: 


"The absorption of the unemployed 


and the creation of work opportuni- 
ties for all who are able and willing 
to work in private industry have ever 
been a part of the economic philos- 
ophy of the American Federation of 
Labor—we are firmly convinced that 
various forms of governmental spend- 
ing, either in the distribution of relief 
or in the development of mainten- 
ance and work projects designed to 
supply relief wages to unemployed, 
can only serve as temporary measures 
and cannot and do not provide a per- 
manent solution fors unemployment. 


"A political and economic state of 


mind should be created which will 
enable all financiers and the owners 
and managers of industry to face the 
future with confidence, willing to risk 
the expenditure of funds for the de- 
velopment of industrial enterprises and 
in the manufacture and sale of^manu- 
factured products. 


"Whatever stands in the way, what- 


ever barrier may have been created, 
ought to be broken down so that our 
industrial processes may function in a 
proper way, and unemployment may 
thus be overcome. 


"We believe that private initiative, 


private investment and 
private en-, 


deavor and private industry should be 
encouraged and supported. 
We as- 


sert that those who invest in private 
industry should earn a fair return upon 
such investment, and that labor should 
be paid a wage which would accord 
to all workers and their families an 
opportunity to live in all decency and 
comfort." 
This statement in fact is 18 months of 


age and was not prepared particularly for 
Labor Day. But it was quoted by Mr. Will- 
kie in his Labor Day statement with the 
declaration that "no better statement of 
my own views could possibly be made" 
and the pledge that, if fortune puts him in 
the White House it is his purpose to de- 
vote himself wholeheartedly to the invig- 
oration and application of this policy. 


The Great Milk Industry 


According to the report of the Milk In- 


dustry Foundation we now have 25 million 
cows scattered "over American farms and 
delivering the greatest quantity of milk in 
the history of this or any other country. 


The report contains many proud sta- 


tistics but behind them clouds may be 
seen forming. Thus in the last 20 years 
our production of milk has increased 
about 65 per cent, going from 31,200 mil- 
lion quarts to 51,200 million without an 
equivalent increase in population or sub- 
stantial change in the consuming habits 
of the people. 


The importance of the industry in our 


general economic set-up is made apparent 
by the fact that, aside from the labor em- 
ployed on farms, more than 250,000 are 
at work in the delivery of milk and in 
transforming it into cheese, butter, ice 
cream and other forms. 


There are interesting 
figures upon 


the productivity of herd?, tome cows pro- 
ducing but a little over a thousand quarts 
a year and others averaging three times 
as much. There is also the heartening fact 
that o\ci 3,000,000 pounds of muk solids 
ba\c been diverted by smart inventors 
into the manufacture oi plastics which in 
turn are converted into innumerable ar- 
ticles r;f useful purpose. Industry may yet 
make demands upon milk comparable to 
ils increasing demands upon the corn crop. 
Otherwise Tve mu«t go to work again upon 
trying to teach our rather backward peo- 
ple that if the Swiss can consume to ad- 
vantage 248 quarts of milk per person 
annually there is no good reason why 
Amei'cans consume but 156 quarts. 


Wi^ron.s'n still maintain:- a wide mar- 


sin in the load as a dairy producing stale. 
The constancy of monthly milk checks 
drifting down upon e\ery farm has had a 
beneficial effect upon the workers and the 
industries in the state that those in the cit- 
ies have been altogether too slow to recog- 
ni?e and appreciate.

Washington—The much-discussed M-day plan 


of the army, covering economic mobilization in 
the event the country becomes involved in a 
war, has quietly undergone drastic revision—- 
the .fourth since the plan first appeared in 1931. 


Neither the European war nor Hitler's totali- 


tarian methods, however, were responsible for 
the latest change. What forced it were certain 
economic studies made by experts of the mo- 
nopoly investigating committee of congress, 
known officially as the Temporary National 
Economic committee (TNEC), which shattered 
one of the M-day plan's basic principles. 


The plan contemplates a system of rigid price 


controls, particularly on commodities, in order 
to prevent profiteering and disruption of the 
civilian economy. Under1 the 1939 version the 
price of wheat, for instance, would have been 
fixed at a low figure. Now selling ill 60 cents a 
bushel, wheat would be pegged at around that 
price. 


TNEC experts, backed by AAA officials, ob- 


jected to this.'They pointed"out to the army that 
not only would this be highly unfair to farm- 
ers, but it would help throw the economic sys- 
tem out of kilter by reducing farm purchasing 
power and also discouraging further raising of 
grain at a time when it was urgently needed. 
FARMER'S GAIN 


The economists advocated that this price fix- 


ing aspect of the plan be junked, and instead 
that established governmental agencies, famil- 
iar with the farm problem, be utilized to handle 
price and production questions. Strengthened 
by the broad powers granted in the plan, these 
agencies could see that justice was done to the 
farmer while at the same time prices were kept 
in hand. 


The army agreed and this revision, which in 


the event of war would mean hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars to farmers, was incorporated in 
the plan. 


Another TNEC recommendation incorporated 


in the plan is for the "spacing" of war orders. 
The army and navy have thousands of orders 
all ready to shoot the moment the country goes 
to war. Hundreds of plants, under the "educa- 
tional order" system in operation for several 
years, have machinery ready to produce the 
arms, munitions and other material that will be

The TNEC also was responsible for the re- 


cent change in army specifications permitting 
manufacturers to bid F.O.B. factory instead of 
F.O.B. point of destination. 


TNEC studies of army purchasing mothers 


showed that under this old practice a premium 
was placed on concentrating key industries in 
dense and highly vulnerable locations. Factories 
in the interior were at a disadvantage, and the 
army's buying mothers operated against devel- 
oping them. 


The experts strongly advised that place of 


production and not destination be made the 
basis for bidding. This would develop interior 
plants and also, by increasing competition, have 
an important effect on keeping down prices.

The 17 most profitable farms out 


of the group averaged 151 acres in 
crops, while total farm acreage for 
each of the farms averaged 292 
acres, according to McJJall For the 
32 least profitable farms in the 
group, crop acreages averaged 78 
acres per farm and total acreage 
amounted to 179 


Average total cash income for the 


17 most profitable farms was $6,238, 
he pointed out, while the 32 least 
profitable farms had an average of 
only $2,682 .per farm. Labor earn- 
ings after all expenses and interest 
charges were deducted left $2,401 
income per farm for the most pro- 
fitable group while for the^ least 
profitable there was a labor deficit 
of $890 


Labor income for the 106 farms 


covered an extreme range from a 
loss of $1 414 on one farm to a clear 
labor income of $11,334 on another

actually appeared. East mut have 
sensed what was brewing, because 
instead of giving a discouraging sig- 
nal with the club deuce, he further- 
ed West's plot by 
following suit 


with the seven. West promptly play- 
ed the club eight, and declarer "bit," 
hook, line, and sinker. He called for 
the ten 9f clubs. East covered with 
the jack, winning the trick, and to 
declarer's great discomfiture, not 
to say humiliation, returned a low 
club to West's king. Later the de- 
fenders took one diamond and two 
spade tricks, thereby defeating the 
contract 200 points forva top score. 


West'is hoax,' altho shrewd, could 


not have succeeded against an as- 
tute declarer. Such a one would say 
to himself at the second trick, "Well, 
it's possible that a leader might lay 
down the ace from a holding of 
A-K-x, but it's utterly out of the 
question that any one past the be- 
ginner's stage coulc make an open- 
ing lead from such a suit as A-J-x.

The<only poor 
trait they demonstrate is leggincss 
which is likely to set in after *the 
plant is several years old.

nately, new plants can be starred 
with little difficulty at this time of 
year, so we can continue to enjoy 
the rubber plants which we have 
started.

New rubber plants do ^iot start 


easily from cuttings. 
The easiest 


way to start them is to root £ tip 
while it is still attached to the par- 
ent plant. 


Here is the easy and almost cer- 


tain-to-succced plan: Cut notches 
in a step tip, just below the leaves. 
Wrap 
sphagnum 
moss 
heavily 


around each notch. Use scotch tape 
to hold the most tightly to the stem. 
Moisten the moss daily and keep it 
moist until roots begin to show 
themselves growing in the ball of 
moss. Cut off th<? tip now reoted in 
a ball of sphagnum moss and plant 
it in a suitable pot using ordinary 
garden loam for soil and you will 
have a new stocky rubber plant for 
each tip so treated.

The board of 
public works was empowered to ar- 
range terms whereby the city would 
furnish the land. 


Alderman Oscar W. Alger brought 


up the question of the paving of 
Island street from the bridge t 
Dodge street and said that the resl 
dents there had petitioned the coun- 
cil about two years ago and were 
assured that the street would be 
paved. 


The council ordered the board oJ 


public works to use men from the 
city relief rolls for the labor on Is- 
land street, to be supplemented by 
a WPA crew later if possible. The 
street is to be paved with the resi- 
dents paying only for the cost of the 
materials and the city furnishing 
the labor. 


Alderman Alger said that the 


council had passed a resolution ov- 
er a year ago whereby the asses- 
ment price was based on the price 
of materials alone with the under- 
standing that WPA labor would oe 
used. Since then, he said, the WPA 
crews have been used on other pro- 
jects. The relief crews can do the 
•work just as well since it should 
be done now, he maintained. 


^Questions Cost 


Alderman Jule Mertes questioned 


the cost of the paving project and 
•whether there were men on the re- 
lief rolls who were able to do such 
a job. He also asked whether the 
city or the individual property own- 
ers would bear the additional costs 
if any occurred. 


Alderman Alger assured him that 


it would not cost any more with 
men from the relief rolls than with 
WPA workers. 


"We can arrange it so that the re- 


lief men can get their work in ahead 
of time and later on be idle and still 
collect their money, rather 
than 


work only a certain number of 
hours a month," Alger stated. 


Mertes again asked what the costs 


•would be and whether a foreman 
would have to be employed. 


Alger answered the latter part by 


stating, "There is not a foreman to- 
day who didn't start on the WPA 
as a greenhorn,"! 


Alderman George Luebke enter- 


ed the debate, declaring, "We spend 
money on Mertes' ward and now he 
is crying his eyes out because we 
•want to spend money in another 
•ward." 


"That's a dirty insult," 
Mertes 


retorted.

PHEASANTS ARE 
FINE GAME BIRDS 
By Ozark Ripley 


Considering the fact that a large 


percentage of pheasant nests an 
destroyed 
by 
man and natura 


enemjes each year, and that the hen 
pheasants sometimes appear to be 
poor mothers, often deserting thei: 
nests for no apparent reason, it i 
a wonder that these most excel 
lent game birds «re able to exist 
yet, generally, they are on the in 
crease. 


C. Edward Carlson, who super 


vised nesting investigations in Mar 
tin county, Minnesota, this season 
found, for instance, that 33 out o 
36 pheasant nests counted in haj 
fields were unwittingly destroyec 
when farmers mowed, and that the 
hens were so disturbed that they 
did not return to the few undam 
aged nests. 


That the birds are hardy and are 


thriving may be due, jn part, to the 
fact that they are descendants -of 
crosses between sevsral types o: 
pheasants, possibly inheriting t h < 
better features of several kinds. Al- 
together, there are about 100 differ- 
ent kinds of pheasants, according 
to scientists. 


Our Pheasants Are Hybrids 


The ringneck, or Chinese, is on

If the Arabs do not remain loyal 


vto the British empire, many persons 
will say, "How sad that Lawrence 
is no longer alive!" 
, Lawrence won fame in the World 
war of 1914-18. Far and wide, he be- 
came'known as "Col. T. E. Law- 
rence," or—even more commonly as 
"Lawrence of Arabia." 


At the age <J1 22, Lawrence was 


studying the history and language 
of the Arabs at Oxford. He broke 
off his studies to make a journey to 
the Near East. For months he Wan- 
dered through Syria and Palestine, 
and became friends 
with 
many 


Arabs of those lands. 


At that time the Turkish empire 


reached "out much farther than it 
does today. The Turks had power 
over great numbers of Arabs, and 
their empire touched the Red sea. 


One day Lawrence asked a Turk- 


ish official to let him go to a small 


Lawrence in dress of an Arab 


sland near the coast of th~ Red sea. 


"Why do you \vant' to go there?" 


asked the official. 


"I want to study the remains of 
| ancient ruins." replied Lawrence. 


j 
"No," said the official, "you can't 


i go there." The Turk feared that this 
Englishman might be a spy. 


Lawrence* secretly built a small 


raft, which he buoyed up with small 
metal tanks. While the Turks were 
taking a daily "siesta," or rest, he 
boarded the raft and made a jour- 
ney to the island, a quarter of a mile 
from shore. He studied the ancient 


I ruins, and returned safely. 
| 
Going back to England," he finish- 


i ed his course at Oxford. Then came 
! war. Quickly Lawrence tried to join 


i the British army, but was not ac- 
cepted. One reason given was that 
he was "too short.'' 


Turkey joined Germany in that 


| war. and the Turks tried to stir up 
a "holy war" of the Arabs against 
Great Britain. 
In this they were 


partly successful, but many Arabs 
were bitterly against the idea of be- 
ing ruled by the Turks. 


Because he knew the Arab lan- 


guage. Lawrence was allowed to go 
to Arabia to obtain Arab help for 
Great Britain.
